Most of the bargeowners and their bargecrew represented 
by the Goa Dock Labour Union , Vasco da Gama , had agreed 
to refer the dispute with regard to wages, allowances and 
other service conditions of bargecrew , which formed the sub 
ject matter of the References ( IT -GDD ) No. 6 of 1967 and 
IT -GDD No. 4 of 1970 pending before the Industrial Tribunal, 
Goa , Daman and Diu , to the arbitration of Shri D. N. Barua , 
Secretary , Industries and Labour Department, Panjim , vide 
arbitration agreement dated 13-10-1970 . M / s . Sesa Goa Pri 
vate Ltd., and the Goa Bargemen Union were not parties to 
the arbitration agreement as their bargecrew did not express 
their willingness to join the arbitration . They had requested 
the Company to extend to them the benefits arising out of 
the Arbitration award if they were more favourable and if 
they were implemented by the other bargeowners and the 
Company had agreed to do so . 

The award of the arbitrator has been published in the Goa 
Government Gazette ; Series II No. 41 dated 11-1-1971 accord 
ing to which the bargecrew of Companies who were parties 
to arbitration are entitled to certain additional wage and 
other benefits . Both the parties therefore met on 8-2-1971 
to consider the arbitrator s award and to find out as to which 
are the more advantageous benefits which should be extended 
to the Company s bargecrew . After prolonged discussions the 
parties have agreed to the following terms of settlement. 


Terms of Settlement 


These two references being Ref : ( IT -GDD ) No. 6 of 1967 
and Ref : ( IT -GDD ) No. 4 of 1970 have been referred for 
adjudication by the Govt. of Goa , Daman and Diu under 
Sec. 10 ( 1 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, (XIV of 1947) , 
The disputes relate to the demand made by the workmen 
on their employers namely Messrs. V. M. Salgaoncar & 
Bros. Pvt. Ltd. and 19 others for interim relief , dearness 
allowance, wages , allowances , normal working hours , rate 
of over -time payment, etc. 

2. In these references I have already made Award Part I 
on 16th November 1970 and Award Part II on 2nd April 
1971 , disposing of the references so far as most of the em 
ployers are concerned except ( 1 ) Agencia Geral party No. 6 , 
( 2 ) Orient Goa party No. 8 , ( 3 ) Chowgule and Co. party 
No. 10 and (4 ) Cesa Goa party No. 19. At the hearing fixed 
at Panaji on 7th October 1971 Shri Rele appeared for the 
employers and Sowani appeared for the workmen . They 
stated that so far as Agencia Geral and Orient Goa are con 
cerned the dispute had been settled . They also filed " joint 
applications to that effect. I therefore pass an award in 
respect of these two employers that the dispute does not 
survive and dispose of the reference so far as these two 
employers are concerned . 

3. So far as Cesa Goa is concerned both parties state that 
the settlement filed is accepted by both the parties . The par 
ities have also requested for an award in terms of the said 
settlement. I find the settlement is fair and make an award 
in terms of the said settlement annexed hereto . The refe 
rence stands disposed of so far as Cesa Goa is concerned . 

4. As regards Chowgule and Co., Shri Sowani stated that 
in view of the settlement in conciliation dated 23rd January 
1969 the workmen did not want to prosecute this reference . 
I therefore pass an award in respect of Chowgule and Co., 
that the dispute does not survive . The reference so far as 
Chowgule & Co. is concerned stands disposed of. 

5. In view of the awards made from time to time in res 
pect of all the employers , the whole reference now stands 
disposed of.

1. Scales of pay : The scales of pay contained in the award 
for Group I bargecrew shall be extended to the Company s 
bargecrew as basic scales of pay with effect from 1-1-1969 in 
place of the existing consolidated scales of pay . Drivers 
holding 1st class Certificates of competency /Certificate of 
Service / Permanent Licence / Permanent Authorisation and 
Working on barges requiring the services of 1st class drivers 
under Inland Steam Vessels Act , 1917 , shall be given the 
scale of pay applicable for 1st class drivers and such drivers 
shall be given an increase of Rs. 50 / - maximum in their scale 
or the amount lower than Rs. 50 / - which will fit in their 
scale of pay with effect from 1-4-1970 if they were already 
in the possession of the 1st class certificate on that date . 
In respect of drivers obtaining 1st class certificates on a 
date subsequent to 1-4-1970 they shall be given the above 
increase from such subsequent dates . The separate allowance 
of Rs. 15 / - awarded for sailor - clerks shall be incorporated 
in the scale of pay applicable to them .

9. Trip allowance: It is agreed that the bargecrew shall 
continue to get trip incentive premium from the first trip 
onwards as in the past . The existing rates of trip allowance 
applicable to Masters and Drivers shall be continued as the 
same are more favourable than those awarded by the Arbi 
trator for them . In respect of other crew members it has been 
noticed that the rates of trip allowance as per Company s 
Scheme are more advantageous to the crew upto a certain 
limit and thereafter the rates as per the award are higher . 
It is agreed that these crew members shall be paid trip 
incentive at rates whichever are more favourable to them . It 
is further agreed that the additional trip incentive premium 
introduced with effect from 1-6-1969 vide mutual settlement 
dated 22-9-1969 entered into between the Company and the 
Goa Bargemen Union was subject to adjustment against 
any increase that may accrue to bargecrew as a result of 
any award or directive from any authority , and the Manage 
ment s decision to implement the same, shall not be adjusted 
against any of the increases allowed to bargecrew under 
this Settlement in the future . 


This will be effective from 1-1-1969. There shall be no 
separate casual leave. 

It is further agreed that in respect of barge employees 
taking up employment hereafter the leave benefits shall be 
as under :

14. Supply of personal items: It is agreed that the existing 
pattern shall continue . so far as supply of crockery and cutlery 
is concerned . The Company shall supply two bars of washing 
soap to each barge every month and one toilet soap to each 
crew member every month . As regards bedding and linen it 
is agreed that a mattress and a pillow of cotton shall be 
supplied to each crew member within three months from the 
date of signing this settlement . Each crew member shall also 
be supplied with three pillow cases, three bedsheets and two 
bedspreads along with the mattresses and pillows and the 
reafter two pillow cases, two bedsheets and one bedspread 
every year . The mattresses and pillows shall be replaced only 
after a minimum period of three years.

If two or more sailors are absent for a trip the remaining 
sailors shall get short - hand money equally on the basis of 
the above rates applicable to sailors. It is further agreed 
that the rates of short -hand money payable to bargecrew 
shall be revised every year from 1972 onwards depending 
on the changes in the rates of wages , dearness allowance 
and compensatory allowance payable to bargecrew . 


15. Insurance : It is agreed that in case a crew member 
takes an insurance policy on his own life upto a limit of 
Rs. 5,000 / - due to hazards of the occupation , the premium 
on the accident benefit or additional risk premium shall be 
reimbursed by the Company . The usual premium shall how 
ever be paid by the employee concerned. 


11. Gratuity : It is agreed that the gratuity scheme already 
in force shall continue to apply as that scheme and the 
scheme awarded by the Arbitrator are identical. 


12. Medical facilities : It is agreed that for general ailments 
the barge employees shall receive medical advice and neces 
sary treatment and medicines from the Company s doctor 
free of charge. Reimbursement of medical expenses on treat 
ment received from an outside doctor in respect of their 
general ailments while on authorised leave shall be allowed 
if such bills and prescriptions are approved by the Company s 
doctor . For general ailments in respect of their family 
members ( legally married wife and legitimate children only ) 
medicines worth Rs. 75 / - in a calendar year shall be reim 
bursed by the Company on production of the medical bills 
duly supported by related prescriptions from a registered 
medical practitioner . 

It is further agreed that in cases of employees suffering 
from T. B. full expenses on treatment taken as per direc 


16. Ad -hoc monthly payments : It is agreed that the total 
amount received by bargecrew by way of monthly adhoc 
payments with effect from 1-10-1966 and by way of imple 
mentation of the interim recommendations of the Central 
Wage Board for Port and Dock Workers on adhoc basis with 
effect from 1-7-1967 vide earlier settlements to that effect 
shall be treated as dearness allowance and shall not be reco 
vered and the P. F. money shall be deducted on the total 
amount so paid .
